LONDON. iJPi — Germany, whose 
declaration of war against Rus¬ 
sia on Aug. 1, 1914, turned the 
Austro-Serbian quarrel into world 
conflict, again is a major ques¬ 
tion mark in world hopes for 
peace—24 years after the fighting 
started. 

Strong again in arms and re¬ 
covered from post-war depression, 
the reich drew this big question 
mark over the swiftly changing 
situation in central Europe. 

NEW SHOWDOWN NEAR 

Strong in 1914, dreaming her 
old dream of a greater Germany 
embracing Germans everywhere, 
Germany declared war on Russia 
to support Austria in the quarrel 
with Serbia over assassination of 
the Archduke Francis Ferdinand, 

France, Britain and Belgium 
were in by Aug. 4, and the devas¬ 
tating conflict was on.

(JP >— Japan was re¬ 
ported today to have been "strong¬ 
ly rebuffed ” in a clash on the Si¬ 
berian - Manchoukuoan frontier, 
“enduring great losses both of 
men and materials.” 

Only brief newspaper reports of 
the incident were published, how¬ 
ever. There was no specific' edi¬ 
torial comment except in the army 
organ. Red Star, and Soviet cir¬ 
cles apparently did not regard the 
border differences as the begin¬ 
ning of a large-scale Russo-Japa¬ 
nese conflict. 

AN-n-WAR DAY 

The dispatches gave a realistic 
note to celebrations of anti-war 
day today—the 24th anniversary 
of Germany’s declaration of war 
on Russia. Newspapers and radios 
charged that Italy, Germany and 
Japan were fomenting a new 


HSINKING, Manchoukuo. UP )— 
The Japanese army announced to¬ 
day 50 Soviet warplanes inflicted 
alight damage on railways in an 
afternoon raid on Changkufeng 
and vicinity in the disputed, bor¬ 
der region. 

It said four Soviet aircraft 
were brought down on Korean ter¬ 
ritory while one was believed 
down in Manchoukuo after the 
raiders dropped nearly 30 bombs. 
AT BORDER JUNCTION 

The zone reported bombarded is 
near the junction of the borders 
of Japanese Korea, Manchoukuo 
and Russian Siberia, in the vicin¬ 
ity of Yukl and Chinghsing, in 
extreme northeastern Korea. 

The announcement said the raid 
occurred between 12:30 and 3:30 
p. m. (between 10:30 p. m. Sunday 
night and 1:30 a. m. Monday, 
E. S. T.). 

It added that Japanese used 
only anti-aircraft fire as they 
were too near the border to use 
defensive planes. 

(A Tokyo announcement of the 
same incident said Japanese 
planes were used to repel the re¬ 
ported attack.) 

AREA DISPUTED 

Army circles said they took a 
serious view of the attack but 
charged the incident was only a 
"face-saving” step on the part 
of the Russians. 

They said the Soviet forces were 
seeking to counter the loss of 
Changkufeng hill and other posi¬ 
tions in the area which Japanese 
reported they took yesterday. 

Japan and Manchoukuo claim 
the hill region is within Man¬ 
choukuo while Soviet Russia says 
it is in her territory. 

Army circles said that except 
for the bombing raid the border 
was quiet today. 

KEY SPAN NOT -ATTACKED 

"If the Russians realty meant 
business,” one official said, “they 
would have bombed the vital rail¬ 
way bridge near Yuki.

Los Angeles recorded 94 de¬ 
grees at noon, with humidity of 
39 per cent. It was the hottest 
day of the year, the previous high 
being 90 degrees April 18.

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New York Central Luxury Trains Collide in Ohio, Injuring 38 


OBSERVATION 
CAR CRUSHED 
BY 2ND TRAIN 

TOLEDO. UF >—A crash of two 
New York Central railroad luxury 
trains, the Mercury and the Com¬ 
modore Vanderbilt, left 38 injured 
persons in hospitals today and 
others with minor hurts. 

Three passengers were in seri¬ 
ous condition. Sixteen were taken 
to Toledo hospitals, eight to Port 
Clinton and 14 to Cleveland. Dr. 
George A. Poe, aboard the Mer¬ 
cury, said he treated about 50 per¬ 
sons at the scene. 

The seriously injured were 
George Morris, 48, New York; 
L. M. Osborne, 46. Evanston, Ill.; 
Mrs. H. B. Haggerty, 46, Win- 
netka. Ill. 

The Mercury, bound from De¬ 
troit to Cleveland, grazed an auto 
on a crossing at Rocky Ridge, 20 
miles east of Toledo. The stream¬ 
lined flyer backed up but the auto 
drove on. 

Two miles behind roared the 
Vanderbilt, bound from New York. 
The Mercury’s engineer saw the 
block signals set. He jammed on 
the brakes. 

Slippery rails, wet with rain, 
ground and slithered beneath the 
14-car speedster. It slowed down 
but slid on and on. 

In the shiny glass observation 
car of the Mercury were passen¬ 
gers curiously gazing out or play¬ 
ing cards. 

The headlight and streamlined 
hood of the Vanderbilt bore down 
upon them. A porter shouted. An 
instant of pandemonium—then the 
crash. 

The trains literally bounced, 
witnesses said. Glass flew every¬ 
where. The observation car and 
a coach of the Mercury were 
knocked off the rails. There weri 
screams and hissing steam. 

Passengers were tossed about in 
both trains. Many were cut by 
glass. Some were burned by 
steam and hot foods from the 
kitchen of the Mercury’s dining 
car. 

Some jumped off the observa¬ 
tion platform just before the 
crash. 

TTie glass-enclosed rear of the 
observation car was shattered. 
The front of the Vanderbilt’s loco¬ 
motive was mashed and a cylinder 
was tom off. 

B. C. Gallon, engineer of the 
Vanderbilt, reported to his supe¬ 
riors here that his train slowed 
down but slid on slippery rails 
into the Mercury at about 10 to 
15 miles an hour. The wreck oc¬ 
curred about 7:05 last night.

STRIKE COST IS 
1 MILLIONS 

WASHINGTON. (Al—The sen¬ 
ate civil liberties committee esti¬ 
mated today the "little steel” 
strike of 1937 cost two steel com¬ 
panies, the state of Ohio, a half 
dozen communities and the Penn¬ 
sylvania railroad more than $4,- 
000,000. 

Robert Wohlforth, committee 
secretary, testified more than 7000 
men were employed on various 
kinds of police or guard duty dur¬ 
ing the strike called by the steel 
workers’ organizing committee. 

Purchases of Industrial muni¬ 
tions, by the Republic Steel com¬ 
pany and the Youngstown Sheet 
& Tube company totaled $141,000, 
Wohlforth said. He was called to 
the stsmd when the committee re¬ 
sumed hearings on the 1937 strike. 

Most of the purchases were 
made in May, June and July of 
last year, the committee secretary 
reported. 

Wohlforth said his figures cov¬ 
ered costs only in various locali¬ 
ties in Ohio and Monroe, Mich., al¬ 
though the strike spread through 
seven states. 

Republic spent $50,000 for mu¬ 
nitions; Sheet and Tube $20,000, 
the Ohio national guard $11,000, 
the Pennsylvania railroad $9,000, 
auid the city of Youngstown near¬ 
ly $14,000, the witness said. 

He estimated the total cost of 
the strike to Republic at $1,950,- 
000 and to the Sheet and Tul^ 
cost at $1,593,000. 

Wohlforth set expenses of the 
Ohio national guard at $315,000 
and of the Pennsylvania railroad 
at $96,000. Mahoning county, the 
city of Youngstown, Stark county, 
the cities of Canton and Massil¬ 
lon, Trumbull county, the city of 
Warren and the city of Monroe, 
Mich., spent approximately $190,- I

MAY HOLD KEY 
IN MURDER 

ALGONAC, Mich. (iP) — The 
love letters and art works of Au¬ 
gustus W. Roil, 45-year-oId bach¬ 
elor and gentleman farmer found 
slain yesterday, were scrutinized 
today by state police in an at¬ 
tempt to solve his killing. 

Roil, a man of extensive prop¬ 
erty holdings, formerly an Algo- 
nac church vestryman, was fatally 
Injured by blows over the head 
with a hoe handle. ’The hoe was 
broken into four pieces. The 
body was found in a chicken house 
on Roll’s five-acre country place, 
where he resided in a neat three- 
room, ivy-covered cottage. 

Trooper Melvin Hill, who found 
a suitcase containing letters from 
women written in response to 
Rolfs advertisement with a mat¬ 
rimonial agency, said every letter 
would be investigated to deter¬ 
mine whether a motive for killing 
could be found therein. 

Several oil paintings by Roil, 
an amateur artist, were examined 
by the police. Beneath a painting 
of a lovely brunet was the in¬ 
scription, "My only books were 
woman’s looks and folly’s all they 
taught me.” 

A semi-nude was inscribed: "If 
I speak to thee in friendship's 
name, thou thinkest I speak too 
coldly. If I mention love’s de¬ 
voted flame, thou sayest I speak 
too boldly.” 

Sheriff William Van Antwerp 
said Roil was known to carry 
large sums of cash. Explaining 
the ramifications of the investi¬ 
gation, the sheriff said "we feel 
(ertain that Roil was slain for I 
what money he may have had on ! 
his person, but we can’t afford to 
overlook anything that may be 
of value in the solution of the' 
murder.” 

No money was found in Roll's 
pockets, but more than $500 in ^ 
cash was in the suitcase with the ;

President to View Greatly 
Increased Defenses That He 
Ordered for Panama Canal 


UUNCHtS NEW ’SET NOW FOR iO, FEAR 
OFFENSIVE iTRIAl IN 1939 


WASHINGTON. (A>)—President 
Roosevelt will have the opportu¬ 
nity late this week to see how 
defenses of the Pasadena canal 
have been strengthened in the last 
four years. 

Since he visited the canal in 
1934, both the army and navy 
with his approval have sent more 
men, guns and planes to insure 
the safety of the vital martime 
link between the Atlantic and 
Pacific. 

Millions have been spent In an 
effort to make the 50-mile system 
of lakes and locks impregnable, 
despite its natural vulnerability. 
Other millions have been ear¬ 
marked for further safeguards. 

As a result, well Informed offi¬ 
cials said today, only the Ha¬ 
waiian Island of Oahu, the Pacific 
outpost, can dispute the canal 
zone’s claim to the title of the 
American glbraltar. 

’The army, primarily responsible 
for the canal’s defense, gradually 
has increased Its forces there to 
about 13,000 men. Under the com¬ 
mand of Major General David L. 


Stone, • they man six permanent 
fortifications bristling with long 
range guns, anti-aircrfift guns and 
other weapons. 

Several score of the army’s lat¬ 
est fighting planes are based at 
France field, on the Atlantic side, 
and Albrook field, on the Pacific. 

The navy had two squadrons of 
12 planes each of its long range 
patrol bombers at its Cocoeolo 
base, on the Atlantic side. A third 
squadron will be flown there non¬ 
stop late this month or early in 
September from San Diego, Calif., 
3274 miles distant. 

Six submarines are stationed at 
the Coco submarine base, adjoin¬ 
ing the air station, and the canal 
is headquarters of a small special 
service squadron of gunboats. 

Army and navy join in defense 
test exercises at frequent inter¬ 
vals. Early next year the entire 
United States fleet of some 150 
vessels is scheduled to go through 
the canal. Then In the Caribbean 
and the Atlantic it will engage 
In war games Involving a sim¬ 
ulated attack on Panama by a 
European coalition. 


BRITISH HAND GAIN SHOWN IN 
JAPS PROTEST COilECTIONOF 
OVER INCIDENT PERSONAL TAX 


SHANGHAI. (JF )—Great Brit¬ 
ain protested to Japanese authori¬ 
ties today against what was 
called the "Increasingly belliger¬ 
ent attitude” of sentries guarding 
bridges from the international 
settlement into Japanese - con¬ 
trolled sections of Shanghai. 

’The protest, delivered by Con¬ 
sul General Qerbert Phillips, was 
the outgrowth of the alleged 
Foughhouslng of Miss Dorothea 
Lintilhac when she crossed the 
Garden bridge on the wrong side 
of the street. 

Miss Lintilhac and her mother 
later were arrested and detained 
four hours when, attempting to 
avoid repetition of the incident, 
they used the Chapoo bridge. 
They said they were walking on 
the wrong side of the bridges be¬ 
cause of barbed wire entangle¬ 
ments and dangerous traffic. 

Meanwhile, three Japanese col¬ 
umns attempting to fight their 
way up the Yangtze river toward 
Hankow, China’s provincial capi¬ 
tal, were held at a standstill by 
desperate Chinese resistance. 

Northeast of captured Klukiang, 
135 miles downriver from Han¬ 
kow, Japanese cavalry fought to 
within a mile of' Susung, but was 
repulsed. 

A second Japanese column was 
advancing directly westward from 
Klukiang and a third was at¬ 
tempting to break through Chi¬ 
nese lines at Shahochen, just 
south of Klukiang.

HENDAYE, France. (At the 
I Spanish Frontier). (JF) — The 
j Spanish Insurgents launched a 
counter-offensive today on the 
southern end of the Catalan front 
in an attempt to cross the Ebro 
river near its delta and outflank 
government forces driving on 
Gandesa. 

This is the only point where the 
insurgents were able to nip the 
militiamen’s initial attack before ' 
it gained headway last Monday. 

Insurgent reinforcements have 
been distributed all along the 
Ebro from the Mequlnenza moun¬ 
tains north of Fayon to the Medi¬ 
terranean, but the greatest con- 
! centration was said to be near the 
delta. I 

It was believec. the government’s 
weakness in that sector was due to 
removal of many troops to the 
north for the campaign against ' 
Gandesa, insurgent headquarters 
for the Catalan front. 

Generalissimo Francisco Fran¬ 
co’s forces prepared the way for 
their counter-offensive by lengthy ’ 
artillery fire from heavy batteries ; 
south of C^ierta. 

The bitter give and take battle : 
for Gandesa continued at full i 
force with neither side apparently i 
able to gain a decisive advantage. •, 
Just south of Gandesa government i 
forces reported a slight advance, ■ 
while to the north the advantage 
seemed to lie with the insurgents.

To prevent cancellation of 25 
tideland oil court cases by the 
•statute of limitations, setting of 
the superior court actions for trial 
next year was begun today. 

The suits, brought against sev¬ 
eral hundred defendant oil com¬ 
panies and property owners in 
1933 in the state’s first move 
against “trespassers” on the 
Huntington Beach tideland pool, 
are being settled under stipulations 
which provide the oil companies 
will continue to pay royalties to 
the state for petroleum and gas 
taken from the state’s underwater 
pool. Setting of the cases for trial 
I was merely a precaution to keep 
the cases from dying under the 
five-year statute of limitations. 

Stipulated judgments have been 
entered against a number of de¬ 
fendants, but others still are pend¬ 
ing. Four of the actions were set 
for Jan. 9, and more will be set 
down next Monday by Judge L. N. 
Turrentine of San Diego, sitting 
In superior court here. 

’The actions demanded damages 
for trespass on the state’s oil pool, 
but Atty. Gen. U. S. Webb agreed 
to judgment entries without dam¬ 
age judgments after the oil drill¬ 
ers agreed to share their profits 
with the state. 

Although the second oil well to 
be discovered in the United States 
was located in Colorado, the state 
never became known as an "oil” 
state.

' covered from the wreckage near j

All of the 300 passengers were 
natives. 

A lack of coordination by the 
two locomotives pulling the train 
apparently caused the wreck. The 
lead engine, rounding a curve' 
slowed. ’The second engine crashed 
into the first, which was derailed.! 
The baggage car and four coaches j 
of the train piled into the second 
engine and were telescoped. [

How do 
you tell a "popper” from a “waffle 
iron” ?

Unless you're one of Orange 
county’s 50-odd motorcycle en¬ 
thusiast, those terms probably 
don’t mean a thing. They’re all 
part of the language to the twO' 
wheelers, though, and majority of 
the county’s riders belong either to 
the Orange County Motorcycle 
club or the Black and White 
Motorcycle club. 

• • • 

Weekly races and daredeviltry 
ars all part of the fun for ths local 
motorcyclists, most of whom grow 
conservative and switch to an 
auto after they’ve two-wheeled it 
for four or five years. 

« • « 

Around these parts, motor¬ 
cycling is more of a sport than a 
means of transportation, and ma¬ 
jority of the enthusiasts belong to 
the American Motorcycle asso 
elation. All national, state and lo 
cal races and competition are held 
under A. M. A. auspices, and local 
clubs with 100 per cent A. M. A. 
membership can get A. M. A. char¬ 
ters, which sanctions competitive 
events. 

• * • 

The Orange County club is an 
A. M. A. member, while Black & 
White isn’t (though most Black 
and White members belong to the 
national orgtinization). O. C. M. C , 
third oldest club west of Chicago, 
goes in heavily for competitive 
events; Black and White is more 
of a social club, specializes on uni¬ 
formed events, more conservative 
highway riding. 

* * * 

Biggest events in motorcycle 

competition are the annual A.M.A. 
gypsy tours, with each section of 
the country having a "capital” to 
which motorcyclists speed for a 
two-day encampment. Last one 

was at Hollister, and there’ll be 
another Labor Day at San Pedro. 

« * * 

Motorcyclists’ thrills these days 
come from "TT” (tourist trophy) 
races open to stock machines. 
O. C. M. C. plans a four-star TT 
race at its track a mile west of 
The Arches near Costa Mesa. Aug. 
14. Four-star TT race is classiest 
there is, brings all the top-notchers 
to vie for upwards of $225 in prize 
money. ’The local event will fea¬ 
ture two main events (25 laps 
each over a % mile course), four 
heat races, two consolation race.s. 
* • « 

You’ve seen groups of motor¬ 
cyclists strung out along a high¬ 

way and wondered what they were 
doing. Answer is that they might 
be on a gypsy tour, just a sight¬ 
seeing run, endurance run or play¬ 
ing Hare and Hounds. 

• * « 

A favorite motorcycle game. 
Hare and Hounds frequently is 
played by O. C. M. C. members 
after Monday night meetings. 
Rider and passenger (in sidecar) 
start out for a secret destination 
15-20 minutes ahead of the 
"Hounds.” At every intersection, 
the passenger throws a small sack 
of lime so it will burst and streak 
the lime in the direction the 
“Hare” has taken. ’The "Hounds” 
watch for these signs, try to pick 
up the trail, and first one to over¬ 
take the "Hare” gets the prize 
money. ■ 

* * * 

Both local clubs elect regular 
officers (Bob White Is O. C. M. C. 
president, Tom Atkinson is Black 
and White president), but one of 
the most important officers is the 
“road captain.” Elected each year, 
his job is to take full charge of all 
runs on the open highway. He 
rides at the head of the motor¬ 
cycle procession, gives his orders 
by a signal system. (Bob Cone is 
road captain for O. C. M. C., Paul 
Laprelle for Black and White). 

* « « 

Although motorcyclists get their 
principal fun out of daredeviltry, 
they have unwritten laws that they 
must confine thrills to the track or 
to cross-country runs where no 
innocent bystanders will get hurt. 
Highway runs, consequently, are 
made sane and sensible, and acci¬ 
dents are rare. A. M. A. presents 
a 't>ennant to each chartered club 
that gets through an entire year 
without an accident (O. C. M. C. 
got one last year). TT races don’t 
count in accident records, since 
smashes are frequent in track 
jvents. 

« • • 

When no TT races or gypsy 
tours are in the offing, O. C. M. C. 
members usually amuse themselves 
with such informal events as 
‘cow-trailing,” or single-filing 
cross-country on by-paths; “digout 
races” on a 50-yard course from a 
standing star; "Australian pur¬ 
suit” on a small oval track, with 
entries spaced evenly along the 
track, all starting at once, and 
each rider dropping out when he 
s overtaken by another. 

* « • 

Conservative motorcycling is 
fairly economical, gets from 50 to 
130 miles to the gallon; parts are 
expensive, though, and a major 
everhaul costs around $75. Major- 
ty of Orange county’s two-wheel 
machines cost from $250 to $500 
xrhen new.

. Moat local motorcycles are 
eQher Indian or Harley Davidson 
(agents: R. J. Rathbun for Harley, 
C&rriker & Koons for Indian), 
dealer Rathbun has one of the 
oldest motors in town (a 1915 
Harley) and still rides it.

Two Killed, One Escaped Crash 


Convinced that “It can happen 
here,” Santa Ana’s traffic safety 
commission met today to study— 
and attempt to localize—the 
Evanston, Ill., plan for traffic 
safety as explained to them last 
week by Municipal Judge Harry 
H. Porter of Evanston, where 
there has not been an accident 
fatality in more than three years. 

Meeting in a session largely de¬ 
voted to laying safety plans for 
the resumption of school next 
month, the commission planned to 
draft a resolution at this after¬ 
noon’s meeting calling for more 
strict enforcement of drunk driv¬ 
ing violations in the city. 

’The Evanston plan for drunk 
drivers, the commission was told 
at last week’s Los Angeles meet¬ 
ing, was to determine intoxication 
by a mechanical breath test, then 
to sentence intoxicated motorists 
to 10 days in jail, a $100 fine, and 
suspend their licenses for one 
year. 

Judge Porter has adhered to the 
plan for 10 years, passing the sen¬ 
tence whenever the breath tester 
showed 15 per cent alcohol con¬ 
tent. 

’The traffic safety conunission. 
Chairman Elmer Heidt indicated, 
may campaign for use of the 
breath tester in Santa Ana instead 
of a complete physical examina¬ 
tion, 

’The commission’s program for 
school opening tentatively included 
plans for a safety essay contest, 
a drive on unsafe use of bicycles 
in the elementary schools, and a 
contest among 50 high school en¬ 
tries to award the best five-min¬ 
ute talks on safety. The 10 best 
speakers then would be selected to 
make safety talks to various civic, 
social and church groups. 


Denial of any responsibility on 
its part for a neighborhood feud 
was contained today in an answer 
by the Bank of America to an in¬ 
junction suit brought by Leslie H. 
Eckel, chief deputy county audi¬ 
tor, in superior court. 

Eckel filed suit for an injunc¬ 
tion against H. C. Wahiberg, 
Santa Ana insurance man who 
owns a lot next door to Eckel's 
new home.

Additional “John Doe” defend¬ 
ants were named in the new ac¬ 
tion and charged with maintaining 
high shrubs and other sight ob¬ 
structions near the corner of La 
Mirada and Telegraph roads, 
where Edward G. Qualis was fa¬ 
tally injured in a crash June 3. 

Other defendants are Dr. Roy E. 
Jernstrom of Rapid City, S. D.; 
his wife, Bernice, and Myra Cant 
of Los Angeles, who Mrs. Qualls 
charged was "talking and per¬ 
forming other acts” which de¬ 
tracted Dr. Jemstrom’s attention 
from his driving. 

Total damages of $325,858 are 
demanded in the suit, brought by 
Mrs. Qualls; her two adult daugh¬ 
ters, Gladys and Hazel, and her 
two sons, Claude Ray, 18, and Billy 
Dean, 10. They charge that Dr. 
Jernstrom was driving negligently 
at the time the crash occurred. 

Mrs. Qualls filed suit once be¬ 
fore, but diami.ssed it “without 
prejudice" when settlement nego¬ 
tiations began. Dr. Jernstrom had 
demanded a change of venue from 
superior court here to the United 
States district court. 


Two hundred fifty Mexican la¬ 
borers, previously employed by 
Orange county Japanese truck 
farmers, were striking today at 
Stanton, Talbert and Laguna 
Beach against a five-cent reduc¬ 
tion in their hourly pay, and to¬ 
night they threaten to order more 
than 2000 other persons in similar 
work on a walkout if the growers 
will not arbitrate, according to 
Lucas Lucio, spokesmen for the 
workers. 

The laborers told Lucio that 
they struck after an effort of 
more than a month to stop the 
Japanese growers from cutting 
their wages from 30 cents an hour 
to 25 cents. Lucio explained that 
according to an agreement signed 
a year ago between growers and 
workers' representatives stipulat¬ 
ed that the laborers were to re¬ 
ceive 30 cents an hour. This con¬ 
tract was to expire the end of 
July this year. 

More than a month ago leaders 
among the Mexicans advocated a 
five-cent increase in pay when and 
if a new award were granted, ef¬ 
fective today. Lucio stated that 
some of the growers answered 
this request by slashing pay 
checks 5 cents an hour. 

"We have been endeavoring to 
bring about an understanding be¬ 
tween the growers and workers 
for a month.” Lucio said, "but this 
has been impossible becau.se a 
number of the growers will not 
cooperate. No agreement has 
been brought about as yet. The 
Mexicans are going to hold a 
meeting tonight at Ta’ ert to 
make final arrangements or call¬ 
ing a strike of all tru- . garden 
workers, numbering at mt 2500.”

ERIE, Pa. (IPs —The old "Niag¬ 
ara,” on whose shot-tom decks 
Commodore O. H. Perry wrote, 
"We have met the enemy and they 
are ours,” lay rotting on the shore 
of Lake Erie today as the 12Sth 
anniversary of Perry's victory 
over the British approached. 

A proposal of an Ohio commit¬ 
tee to tow the boat from port to 
port In celebration of the anni¬ 
versary Sept. 10 drew attention 
to the plight of the historic craft, 
little larger than a lifeboat of a 
modem battle cruiser. Pennsyl¬ 
vania authorities refused to per¬ 
mit her removal in her present 
condition. 

The “Niagara” served as flag¬ 
ship of the 28-year-old commo¬ 
dore’s fleet of eight tiny vessels 


after he boarded her from the 
sinking "Lawrence.” She settled 
to the bottom of Misery bay a few 
years after the battle, but was 
raised in 1912 and towed around 
the lake in 1913 as part of the 
centennial observance of Perry’s 
triumph, which gave the United 
States control of the lakes and 
forced the British from Detroit. 

Returned to anchor at Erie, she 
was forgotten except by tourists 
and city officials, often vexed by 
the navigation and fire hazards 
the old craft created. Souvenir 
hunters stripped her of iron and 
furnishings and carried away so 
much of her timber that pumps 
were Installed to keep her from 
sinking.

Turmoil 

Four large pages of single¬ 
spaced typing tell the story of a 
selfish father and a confused, 
well-meaning step-mother.. 

Two children, a boy 11 and a 
gdrl 16, are the unhappy pawns 
in this matrimonial mixup. 

Space does not permit printing 
the second wife’s letter in its en¬ 
tirety so we will just take ex¬ 
cerpts from it that seem of the 
most importance in the case. 

Dear Miss Soddard: I’ve been 
married four years to a fine man 
who wsuj a widower for seven 
years. He is the father of a boy 
11 and a girl 16 who have been 
staying with his former mother- 
in-law for 11 years. She wanted 
to keep them with her, but sud¬ 
denly, we have them with us. I 
have wanted to take them from 
the start, but for a number of 
reasons it had to be postponed 
until now. 

The children are as strange to 
my husband as they are to me, be¬ 
cause when his wife died he came 
here to work and only saw them 
once a year for a few days. 

The girl has no initiative. She 
is willing and does what I tell her 
to, but never does anything on her ! 
own. I must tell her when to 
sweep or dust or iron and it is 1 
making me terribly nervous. She 
is of average intelligence and very 
affectionate and has no resent¬ 
ment toward me. She says she 
loves me very much and does her 
best to please me. 

The boy is terribly spoiled. He 
was the apple of his grandmoth¬ 
er’s eye and has been brought up 
to think only of himself. He is 
ill-mannered and has several an¬ 
noying habits we have tried to 
correct without results. ! 

He is insolent to both of us and i 
deceitful; tells lies when there is j 
no reason; minds as long as we : 
watch him. He can’t get along 
with children his own age and is 
only in the third grade. He tat¬ 
tles to all of us about all of us 
and is making us most unhappy. 

I have no children of my own, 
but have always taken care of the 
children in my own family and 
never had any trouble with any 
child before. 

My husband and I have been 
ideally happy and enjoyed one an¬ 
other’s company so much that we 
seldom went out. Our days and 
nights were happy if we could be 
together. Now we have to share 
our hours with others. We miss 
our beautiful companionship to¬ 
gether and are naturally nervous 
because of that. Then, too, we 
can’t live the same sort of a life 
like we did before the children ar¬ 
rived. I used to go to the shop 
with my husband in the morning 
and stay all day. He has his own 
business and I do all the office 
work and am the cashier. 

Our business is fairly new and 
so far we have just managed to 
keep above board. However, busi¬ 
ness is much better and some day 
soon we hope to be able to take 
life a little easier but that can’t 
possibly happen for several months 
yet. In the meantime, I am afraid 
for our future happiness. We have 
been irritable with each other for 
the first time and we seem to be 
so far apart now. The honeymoon 
seems to be definitely over and all 
because of the children being with 
us. I don’t want them to leave, 
but there must be some way to 
work this out. 

The children are easily hurt and 
have the pouting habit. I want 
their love and affection and am 
so afraid of saying the wrong 
thing and driving them from me. 
The way it is now, their father is 
disappointed in them both and 
they get on his nerves terrbily. 

I think he rather resents having 
them here; resents having his life 
put in such a turmoil as it now 
is. I know that he is spoiled, too, 
and that it is all my fault. When 
I met him, he was so lonely and 
so undecided and sort of lost and 
I did my best to make him forget 
all the unhappiness and to make 
him understand how really grand 
life can be. 

I had quite a struggle to get 
his affairs in order. There were 
bills years old; bills that he had 
completely forgotten. It took me 
almost two years to pay every¬ 
thing and save enough to get a 
start. He still can’t see how I 
did it and I marvel too that I 
could when there were so many 
things. For one thing, the lady 
who had the children was being 
paid $60 a month to care for them 
and that was supposed to include 
clothes. Every week she wrote

A Militant Pastor 

The well-known militancy of the Rev. fJeorge A. 
Warmer, pastor of the First Methodist church in Santa 
Ana for several years, is again asserting itself. He is 
making a vigorous effort to restore tp Riverside, the 
scene of his present pastorate, the sessions of the Institute 
of World Affairs, whose purpose is to improve interna¬ 
tional relationships. 

The institute was the child of the late Frank Miller, 
keepei of the Mission Inn, in all probability conceived 
during his world tours, and acquaintances with rulers of 
other nations. Mr. Miller was a great patron of art, and 
he made the Mission Inn an outstanding American center 
by his collections from all over the world. 

There was little doubt of the Institute of World 
Affairs ever changing its meeting place during the life of 
the originator of the idea. That its last sessions were 
held in Beverly Hills probably aroused Rev. Warmer’s 
civic spirit, and he decided to challenge his community to 
restore the meetings to their original place. 

Everything favors the Mission Inn for the conven¬ 
tion. It was created by Miller, the setting is appropriate, 
the atmospheie oiiental and occidental, and anyone who 
knows Rev. Warmer also knows be is not easily defeated 
in his ideas or ideals. 

There isn’t any doubt but what an aroused Riverside 
will support deligently and vigorously the minister’s 
effort to return the Institute of World Affairs to the 
Mission Inn. 

6 New Deal Tests 

Test of strength of the New Deal will take place this 
week in six states, where elections will be held. In Kansas, 
Missouri, Virginia and West Virginia, Tennessee and Ken¬ 
tucky the popularity of the presidential isms will face 
hard opposition, probably the most vigorous in Kentucky, 
v/here the administration-endorsed Alvin Barkley is being 
opposed by the popular Kentucky governor, “Happy” 
Chandler, who is making the race for senator without the 
presidential blessing. 

The situation is so tense in Tennessee the governor 
has called out the national guard to preserve order. In 
that state the fight is between Governor Browning and 
National Committeeman Crump. 

In old Missouri, Bennett Clark, son of the late Champ 
Clark, who lias opposed administrotion measures, is fac¬ 
ing two opponents, both of whom have pledged 100 per 
cent allegiance to the New Deal. 

In Virginia, Howard Smith, who inherited a CIO 
disapproval, has an opponent with a 100 per cent Roosevelt 
approval, while over in Kansas it is a Republican issue 
of tolerance, with William Allen White fighting Rev. 
Gerald B. Winrod for his alleged “racial and religious 
hatreds.” 

The Republican contests are all overshadowed by 
Democratic struggles within their own ranks, based on 
fealty to the New Deal, or opposition to it. 

No Infallibility 

Loss of the China Clipper on a flight to Manila again 
reveals that mechanical infallibility is yet to be attained. 

The four-motored ship was built with an eye toward 
mechanical safety. Something unforeseen happened. 
Something which engineers did not expect. It may have 
been the elements, always difficult to fight, and frequently 
impossible to overcome. The Clipper was designed to meet 
almost every emergency. That it failed proves the unex¬ 
pected occurred. 

Transportation has never been infallible. Nothing 
else, for that matter. The pony express rider’s horse 
stumbled, the stage driver had his trouble, runaways were 
common in the old horse-and-buggy days, railroad wrecks, 
frequent during the earlier development of steam trans¬ 
portation, airplane accidents aroused engineers to over¬ 
come imperfections, until transportation by air has 
reached a remarkable point of safety. 

Every accident is a challenge to scientific and 
mechanical skill. The defects could in all probability be 
more readily overcome if there was left a clue as to the 
cause. In cases like that of Amelia Erhardt, and instances 
of obliteration of planes with attendant loss of all life, 
only speculative evidence is left to guide the men who 
build and pilot. 

Art Versus Steaks

ing data for a thesis, “Contribution of Federal Art Proiect 
to the People.” 

At one point on her tour, having visited the WPA 
federal art project in that community, she said: “The 
people of the West impress me as being absorbed in the 
actual problem of existence, and the lack of art conscious¬ 
ness is quite noticeable.”

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NEW YORK.—Barbarous it may 
be of the Spanish rebels and the 
•Japanese to bomb cities, killing 
women and children in the pro¬ 
cess, but if the United States ever 
gets into another war the Ameri¬ 
can aviation will do the same 
thing. The planes will bomb the 
enemy’s cities and towns without 
regard for the civilians of either 
sex or of whatever age, and the 
artillery will shell any objectives 
within range whose destruction 
seems to be worth the price of 
the ammunition. 

The artillery will knock the 
Steeples off churches overlook¬ 
ing the American positions be¬ 
cause the enemy will be a perfi¬ 
dious and hypocritical lot who 
will not fail to use the steeples 
for observation posts, thus driving 
us to a painful but honorable 
remedy. The enemy will knock 
over our steeples, too, and that 
will be desecration, because our 
soldiers, of course, will have pi¬ 
ously refrained from posting ob¬ 
servers *1 them. Our soldiers 
will rather go without observa¬ 
tion than place a spotter in the 
steeple of a sacred edifice and 
give the enemy justification for 
destroying the same. But yes. 

They’ll Start It 

Our aviation will not start the 
game of bombarding civilian pop¬ 
ulations. The enemy will start 
that. He will bombard New York 
or San Francisco, perhaps, claim¬ 
ing that these are military objec¬ 
tives merely because they con¬ 
tain valuable ships, docks, muni¬ 
tion plants and military stores and 
factories. In aiming at these 
things and at the big bridges and 
water works and power plants 
he will use the principle of the 
shotgun, scattering his bombs ov¬ 
er wide areas from great heights, 
most of which naturally will go 
wide of the intended marks and 
land on hospitals, orphanages and 
the tenements of the poor. The 
slaughter will be awful, and we 
will know very well that he is us¬ 
ing the military objectives as an 
excuse for his barbarism and in 
time will be compelled to use his 
own methods against his own peo¬ 
ple. 

A bleeding and demoralized ci¬ 
vilian population is a great bur¬ 
den on a government which is 
trying to fight a war in the field 
and confine the brutality to sol¬ 
diers. And attacks on the non- 
combatants in the back areas com¬ 
pel the government to withdraw 
planes and men from the war 
zone to defend the people. When 
the enemy does that to us he will 
have foul advantage unle.ss we do 
the same to him. Our hearts will 
bleed for the pitiful civilians of 
his back area, but their sufferings 
will be on the heads of their mili¬ 
tary masters. To equalize the 
war we will have to make it neces¬ 
sary for him also tv succor a 
bleeding and demoralized civilian 
population at the cost of energy 
and management needed at the 
front and make him also divert 
planes and pilots from the battle 
to defend his people. 

Hospitals, Too 

We will bomb hospitals occas- 
sionally too, but only because the 
enemy, with his cynical and in¬ 
human cunning, will spot them 
close by his dumps of ammuni¬ 
tion, forage and gasoline or right 
alongside his important railroad 
junctions, whore troops and sup¬ 
plies and guns are switching. He 
will do this deliberately in order 
to put us on a spot, knowing that 
it will be impossible to shoot at 
these legitimate targets without 
hitting his sick and wounded. That 
will be tantamount to using the 
Red Cross on his military works 
or using his diseased and torn sol¬ 
diers as human shields. 

Well, he just can’t get away 
with that, and if he is so vicious 
as to do this, then the best thing 
to do will be to throw away the 
rule book and fight him tomcat 
style in the belief that the only 
way to minimize and end the suf¬ 
fering is to give him the works at 
every opportunity.

The Merry-Go-Round 

By DREW PEARSON and ROBERT S. ALLEN 


WASH INGTON.— Unnoticed, 
but extremely significant is the 
fact that while the president is 
away one of three men always is 
in Washington. The three are; 

Harold Ickes, secretary ot the 
Interior and PWA administra¬ 
tor. 

Harry Hopkins, WPA adminis¬ 
trator. 

Tom Corcoran, tlie most ef¬ 
fective brain truster who ever 
came to the capital. 

These three have become the 
president's closest advisors. They 
are the three whom he can always 
depend upon, who.se views are al¬ 
most identical with his, and who 
carry out his orders on vital poli¬ 
cies while he is away. 

One of them is always on tap 
in the summer. Hoplcins has been 
away on vacation, and with his 
return this week, Ickes is going to 
Alaska. Corcoran gets away on oc¬ 
casional weekends. But one is al¬ 
ways on deck, available to handle 
the president's most delicate and 
difficult policy-execution. 

insurance Probe 

Not many people realize it, but 
one of the most important phases 
of the present monopoly investi¬ 
gation is going to be the insurance 
companies. Furthermore, it will af¬ 
fect more people than any other 
part of the investigation. 

What the investigators are look¬ 
ing into is the fact that the insur¬ 
ance companies now rival the fed¬ 
eral government in the amount ot 
money they have to invest and the 
amount they tax the public. 

Today insurance has come to be 
the equivalent of a tax. In fact, 
probably more people pay tribute 
to the insurance companies than 
pay taxes. 

What the investigators are prob¬ 
ing, therefore, is the fact that al¬ 
though some 40,000,000 voters can 
elect those who fix the taxes and 
spend the money, only a handful of 
about 2,000 people elect the direct¬ 
ors who control the huge insurance 
funds. 

This is partly because most hold¬ 
ers of mutual policies do not 
know that they have the right to 
vote for their directors. Holders of 
policies in non-mutual companies 
do not have the right to vote. 

The monopoly probers al.so point 
out that the power of this little 
group of directors is tremendous. 
They can materially influence the 
life of the nation. They have put 
their policy holders’ money heav¬ 
ily into railroads, which is one rea- 
.son why the government hesitates 
to let the railroads go through the 
wringer. 

On the other hand they have not 
put their money—until very re¬ 
cently—into housing, with the re¬ 
sult that housing has lagged far 
behind de.spite the recent millions 
poured in by the government. 

Note—The insurance companies 
now have total assets of about 25 
billions, which puts them .second 
only to the federal government in 
.spending power. Seventy-five per¬ 
cent of these assets is controlled 
by only 18 companies. 

The total new investment of all 
insurance companies is about 
$800,000,000 annually. This is all 
new money. The Metropolitan Life 
Insurance company sometimes has 
to invest as much as $1,000,000 a 
day. 

Investment Cream 

Another important point which 
the monopoly probers are examin¬ 
ing is the channelization of invest¬ 
ments. In other words, so much 
money has gone into insurance in 
recent years, that mc ney is taken 
av/ay from the more venturesome 
j investment field. This tends to 
curb the normal industrial expan- 
I sion of the nation and is one reason 


for government spending pro¬ 
grams. I 

Also to be probed are: Commis- | 
sions paid to insurance agents, in- j 
tercst rates charged on loans 
(which continue hi,gher than cur¬ 
rent rate), and insurance actuarial 
tables which are about 50 years old, 
although the longevity of life has 
increased 11 years in the last half 
century. 

In other words, the investigation 
shows insurance companies still , 
charging on the basis of the death ‘ 
rate 50 years ago, before modern , 
medicine and public health had | 
added 11 years to the life ot the | 
average citizen. I

tion is in charge of Tom Blaisdell, |

The i 
partners operated seven planes, 
taught student pilots, and provid- .

Hinckley never became a pilot, 
but he seldom stays on the ground. 
He has been flying all over the 
west as regional WPA director for 
11 states.

Bridge, ordinarily, is played 
with usual four-suit deck of 52 
cards. The current more intri¬ 
cate variety has five suits. But 
patent No. 2,124,941 has just been 
i-ssued to Albert Ellis, New York 
City, for a solo bridge-playing 
device with permits a person to 
play all four hands of a bridge 
game with a choice of four, five, 
six or eight-suit decks of cards.

To the Editor: Disturbing re¬ 
ports have come to us from offi¬ 
cial sources that because of the 
large excess of agricultural labor, 
workers are offering their services 
for very low wages. Because of 
reduced prices for most of our 
agricultural crops there is a great 
temptation for growers to employ 
at these low wages. 

Last year the state chamber of : 
commerce called together repre- 
.sentatives of the Agricultural! 
Council of California, California 
Farm Bureau federation, As.«oci- 
ated farmers and Farmers’ union, 
and developed a forward looking, 
labor policy. It wa,s unanimously I 
agreed upon and given widespread j 
publicity. One of thc.»e principle.s I 
states: 

“We advocate that farm labor¬ 
ers be paid a ma.ximum wage con¬ 
sistent with the farmer.s’ ability 
to pay." 

We are .sure that mo.st farmer.s 
wish to pay a-s high a wage as 
po.ssible. Because we feel that 
■ they .should have .some publicity in 
i this position, the board of direc¬ 
tors of the state chamber at its 
last meeting again enunciated this 
labor policy. 

Open support of this policy on 
the part of new.spapers in agricul¬ 
tural areas will help materially in 
maintaining a proper wage morale 
for agricultural employment.
